7. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 4 wherein said procedure uses light of 
wavelength in the region of 350-1300 nm. 

8. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 4 wherein the diagnostic procedure is optical 
tomography. 



9. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 4 wherein the diagnostic procedure ii 
fluorescence endoscopy. 
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1 0. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 4 further comprising monitoring a blood 
clearance profile of said compound by a method selected from the group consisting of 
fluorescence, absorbance, and light scattering, wherein light of wavelength in the region 
of 350-1300 nm is used. 

1 1 . (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 4 wherein said procedure further comprises 
imaging and therapy, wherein said imaging and therapy is selected from the group 
consisting of absorption, light scattering, photoacoustic and sonofluoresence technique. 

1 2. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 4 wherein said procedure is capable of 
diagnosing atherosclerotic plaques and blood clots.

(ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1 6 wherein said compound is dissolved in a 
medium comprising one to fifty percent dimethyl sulfoxide.
